STUDENT PROCESSIONS 



The Municipal authorities of Montreal are at present 
framing a by aw to prohibit the holding of processions 
other than religious and national, through tli'st^ s S 
Montreal, without the permission of the City. Tlrs by- 
law is aimed at the student processions of Laval ami 
MeGill Universities and in the event of its being passed 
every member of any such undergraduate parade be- 
oomes immediately liable to arrest. 

It was- stated i„ various city papers last night that 
many protests had been received at the City Hall in re- 
gard to these processions and that many timorous peo- 
ple were perturbed by the demonstrations which took 
p ace recently. We can well understand this in view of 
the tact that the man most seriously injured in the re- 
cent fracas was an innocent passerby, In addition to 
this it must have been a .list.net shock to spectators of 
he parade when the eggs began to fly about in their 
direction. 

It is much to he regretted that action of this kind 
is to be taken by the City, but we are forced to admit 
that under the circumstances it is entirely justifiable 
It will draw very clearly a line of demarcation beyond 
Which in the future we will be unable to go. It should 
render clashes with the police few ami far between and 
will give them infinitely more power than they have had 
in the past m the case of disturbances such as the one 
which occurred on last Sports Day. 

There is one drawback to the scheme however On 
occasions such as Sports Day, the students returning 
from the grounds will not be in the form of a procession 
at all and it will become very difficult to keep control 
ol them. It is far easier to manage an organized parade 
than a nondescript stream of students walking in scat- 
tered bodies aloug a sidewalk. The proposed bylaw will 
render the steps taken by the Students Council to main- 
tain order more or less ineffectual and it will become 
a matter for the police alone to handle. 

The police of Montreal might well learn a lesson 
from the force in Ottawa. On the occasion of the recent 
play-off in that City the constables interfered in no way 
with the procession and their conduct was justified by 
the action of the students who committed no damage 
whatever and in fact impressed the citizens of the Cap- 
ital as an orderly and law-abiding body of men 



THE SCIENCE DINKER 




Next week the students of the faculty of Applied Sci- 
euce are to vote on the question of whether or not there 
is to be a Science Dinner this year. A committee ap- 
pointed to look into this matter have reported 
that, for four reasons the dinner is inadvisable. 
The first reason, that it is neither wanted nor consider- 
ed necessary by the majority of Science students, is 
really the only important one brought out by the com- 
mittee, the other three merely serving to show why the 
gentlemen who brought in the report considered that 
this war, the attitude of the undergraduates in regard to 
the matter: The vote next week will show whether or 
not they were justified in making this statement. 

There should, we think, be no £Ood reason why the 
dinner could not be made a real success. There is no 
sense argueing that this cannot be done for we only 
have to turn to the Medical Faculty to see what enthus- 
iasm and interest an event of this kind can arouse. The 
Medical Dinner is one irreat argument in favor of hold- 
ing some such function in Science. 

It will be unfortunate if another event of much in- 
terest is to be relegated to the scrap heap. We have al- 
ready done away with the rush and Theatre Night and 
there seems to be some doubt as to whether or not 
there is to he a Variety Entertainment this year If we 
keep this up we will soon have abolished all those occa- 
sions on which undergraduates forefather and make 
merry. 

The Science Dinner in the past has not proved a very 
peat success. Should the vote next week turn out to 
he m favour of holding it mraiu this year, every under- 
graduate in the Faculty of Applied Science should turn 
out and help to mnkc it ,i success. There is no reason 
why this cannot lie done and unless the function this 
year is a distinct improvement on its predecessors it 
might as well he done away with.

MGCILL UNIVERSITY 
ORIENTAL SOCIETY 

Prof. R. F, Scott of Queens 
Addressed this Body 

At the regular meeting of the So- 
ciety held on Tuesday evening, Nov- 
ember 19th, Professor E. K. Scott, 
of yueen's University, Kingston, ad- 
dressed a large and appreciative au- 
dience upon the subject of Gnostic- 
ism. 

In the course of his lecture, Prof- 
essor Scott, gave a brilliant resume 
on the origin and nature of Gnostic- 
ism, and traced its influence upon 
the infant Catholic Church, in con- 
siderable detail. 

He describes Gnosticism as a syn- 
cretistic system of thought In which 
the characteristic features of several 
ancient religious and schools of phil- 
osophy, Occidental and Oriental were 
blended together. 

He traced its earliest germs to the 
land of the Nile which he regarded as 
being, more than any other region 
the true nidus of Mysticism. The 
lecturer showed that the New Testa- 
ment writers did not at first fully 
appreciate the real Insidlousness of 
the G*ortic movement; and that In 
tHe first instance they betrayed a cer- 
tain tendency towards concllliation. 

In due course, however, it became 
evideat that in confronting Gnostic- 
ism, the Catholic Church really stood 
at the parting of the ways. 

Tbe early Fathers soon perceived, 
that Is, she allowed herself to be 
dragged Into thl4 vortex of Gnostic 
(Tjrooretimr. the Church herself would 
be doomed to ultimate nxtlnctlon. In 
spite however of Its mnny limita- 
tions and defects Gnosticism had a 
goo4 side. Indirectly and negatively 
the conflict of Catholic Christianity 
with Gnosylcism.

Goldsworthy, like most mothrn 
writers, has l.etn very viohntly at- 
tacked by the critics. This, however, 
is only to be exacted as he deals 
with vital social questions with very 
great force r.nd feeling. He himself 
claims to be merely a n observer or 
as some have styled him th' Socra- 
tes of the modern world. 

In his actual writings he has shown 
himself to lie a master of dial gue. 
His ideas, however, arc generally su- 
perior to his composition. 11" „v ids 
spurious brilliance in Jokes. In fact 
he h is practically no Bense hum 
our. 

Among his novels the most famous 
are "Fraternity," " the Man of Pro- 
perty, I he Country Hons.'," "Vil- 
la Rubens" and "The Island 1 h ir 
isce." in all of them he deals with 
some social question In a str lghl 
f. rward manner. The last on the lis) 
is probably the best, At all events 
it exasperated his critics more than 
I Lny other. One critic called It The 
Island Phurisee by a Sndducee, The 
'whole book is an attach on the hyp 
ocrlsss of modem life, His ctitieis.i 
which is purely destructive is aimed 
chiefly against Parllami nt and tin 
Church. 

Ami ng his essays one on Old Age 
is perhaps tin st worthy of not:", lie 
has also written a sOrll s i f essays on I 
the modern drama. He attacks what 
he calls plays with distorted morula. 

It is his plays, however, hit have 
maile him most famous. Of th-.s.- th- 
finest are Justice and Th. 1 Silv.T Hoc 
"Justice" is a very strong appeal 
against the modern pris, n syst.im. 
It is said that its production induc- 
ed Winston Churchill, then Home Se- 
cretary, to introduce a number o' 
reforms. The Silver P.ox which was 
acted in Montreal is a very clever 
play in which he shows how the rich 
are at an advantage before the law. 
He cleverly arranges his plot so that 
a rich and a Poor man both com- 
mit the same offence.
